Vogel  Chosen 
Frosh  Prexy 
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Inevitable  Increase  Needs  Attention  Now 


Nearly  700  students  enrolled  at 
Wartburg  in  1954  •  .  .  another  record. 
However,  this  current  zenith  is  by  no 
means  the  end — it  is  rather  the  prede¬ 
cessor  of  a  steady  and  booming  increase 
to  come  within  the  next  15  years. 

Next  Tuesday,  Sept.  28,  Pres.  C.  H. 
Becker  will  attend  the  fall  meeting  of 
the  Association  of  Iowa  College  Presi¬ 
dents  at  Decorah.  Dr.  Harvey  H.  Davis, 
provost  of  the  State  University  of  Iowa, 
will  address  this  conference  on  "Some 
Enrollment  Estimates  and  Problems  for 
Iowa  Colleges." 

Just  how  serious  is  this  problem  of 
future  college  enrollment?  According 
to  the  latest  enrollment  increase  trends 
and  predictions,  the  average  percentage 
increase  expected  by  1970  from  Iowa, 
Wisconsin,  Minnesota  and  Illinois — 
homes  of  the  majority  of  Wartburgers — 


is  a  little  over  65  per  cent. 

If  Wartburg  gets  its  share  of  this 
expected  crop,  enrollment  figures  in 
1970  would  be  pushing  the  12-hundred 
mark. 

This  immediately  raises  the 
question,  "Do  we  have  to  build  the  col¬ 
lege  that  big?  Why  not  restrict  enroll¬ 
ment  to  a  choice  few?" 

There  are  several  reasons  why  such 
restriction  is  impractical.  First,  who 
would  say  what  the  limit  would  be  and 
on  what  grounds?  If  restriction  is  to  be 
made  .according  to  living  space,  we  are 
already  several  years  too  late. 

Furthermore,  it  is  only  a  matter  of 
policy  to  realize  that  Wartburg  has  an 
obligation  to  bear  as  much  of  this  in¬ 
crease  as  every  other  campus.  Enroll¬ 
ment  restriction  is  not  the  answer. 


Therefore,  when  the  inevitable  oc¬ 
curs,  the  college  must  be  prepared  to 
face  the  task  of  caring  for  the  needs  of 
the  students. 

Of  primary  importance,  is  the  neces¬ 
sity  to  maintain  a  faculty-student  ratio 
that  will  keep  and  strengthen  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  college  and  the  place  of  the  • 
individual. 

Secondlyi  the  campus  will  be  in  even 
greater  need  of  a  Fine  Arts  Building, 
auditorium-chapel  and  added  dormitory 
space.  , 

These  essentials  must  be  coped  with 
now.  The  college  dare  not  wait  till  the 
speculated  increase  descends  on  an  un¬ 
prepared  campus.  Action  must  be  taken 
immediately.

Captain  Queeg,  an  appalling  character,  is  a 
respecter  of  reflations,  but  the  rules  which  obsess 
him  are  the  trifling  ones.  Humphrey  Bogart  superbly 
portrays  the  paranoic  Queeg,  complete  with  moist 
bloodshot  eyes,  and  the  stcel-ball  rolling  fingers, 
who  is  not  only  found  completely  sane  in  the  medical 
sense,  but  appears  to  be  most  capable  of  his  ex¬ 
ecutive  position. 

The  coveted  "Oscar"  may  well  be  Bogart’s  re- 
ward  for  his  outstanding  acting. 


Wouk's  development  of  the  pivotal  character. 
Willie  Keith,  from  a  young,  rich  Princeton  boy  to  a 
mature  capable  officer  is  excellent.

Therefore,  Queeg  is 
a  martyr,  Maryk  is  a  dupe  and  Keefer  is  guilty 
and  should  be  made  to  suffer. 

The  blending  of  the  soft  tones  of  blues,  greys 
and  tans  in  analogous  color  schemes  and  the  focus  of 
the  camera  in  captivating  the  action  and  drama 
reveal  expert  planning  in  photography.  The  too- 
spectacular  typnoon  scenes  are  obviously  laboratory 
made.

Social  Security  Increases  Announced 


Social  Security  pension  pay¬ 
ment  increases  of  from  5  to  2l 
dollars  have  been  announced  by 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare- 
According  to  Earl  T.  Johnson, 
district  manager  of  the  Walerlno 
Social  Security  Office,  the  mini¬ 
mum  monthly  benefit  amount  will 
be  increased  from  $25  under  the 
uld  law  to  $30.  The  maximum 
benefit  for  the  retired  worker  will 
be  increased  from  $85  to  $96.50 
The  maximum  family  benefit, 
formerly  $166.75,  will  be  upped  to 
$200.  No  minimum  benefit  amount 
will  be  less  than  $30  for  a  retired 
worker  or  an  only  survivor. 

The  social  security  law  soys  that 
Ibe  total  family  benefits  can't  ex¬ 
ceed  80  per  cent  of  the  insured 
worker's  average  monthly  wage. 
However,  under  the  1954  amend¬ 
ments  this  provision  cannot  reduce 
the  family  benefits  below  $50  or
